STATION FOR 
ILLINOIS 

In accordance with a promise made to 
hiB constituents during the last campaign. 
Congressman George Edmund Fobs has 
, introduced into the House of Represent- 
atives under' the date of January 18th, 
IIiroj^Bilr^T Uuihw JJggCf. providing for a 
GshHultural station'in the State of Illinois. 
' Thejbill was referred to the Committee 
oti Merchant Marine and Fisheries. It is 
likely that, with a strenuous effort Wauke- 
gan would be able to secure this station ob 
Ms advantages are certainly exceptional for 
the Ipurpose that the government baa in 
mind. One of the great advantages- that 
this city may claim is that from it through 
the Elgin. Joliet arid Eastern Railroad 
every part oE the county is occessabte,. as 
in fact is every part of the State of Illinois. 
This Is important, as the cultures-' of the 
nsh that are bred, for stocking all oE the 
ponds, rivers and lakes of the state, must 
be freighted to the point where. needed.' 

Another point where the station would 
be of advantage here perhaps is that a 
culture of the almost forgotten white* fish 
might be made and this shore restocked. 
Every fisherman would appreciate this 
'nctioo'. - 

,- In, regard to the nature of the' station, 
its Equipment; etc., the hill speaks .for it- 
self. So far as is known tbo name of 
Waukegan has not been mentioned as' the 
place to be chosen hut it is the hope that 
tho station will at least be located in the 
countywhere its need is very apparent, 
The detailed bill follows: 

A BILL , - 
To establish a fish- cultural station in the 
State of Illinois.- 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of. Representatives oE the United States of 
'America in Congress assembled, . that the 
sum of twenty-five tbouBand dollars, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, bo, and 
the same is' hereby appropriated for tbo 
establishment of a fish -cultural station in 
the State of Illinois, including purchase of 
site, construction of buildings nnd popds, 
and equipment, at some suitable point, to 
be selected by the Secretary oE Commerce 
and Labor.

Tho two. houses of the Wisconsin legi 'la- 
lure met in separate sessions Tuesday 
and elected Governor R. 51. La Follette as 
successor to United States Senator J. V. 
Queries. t» 

The two houses wilt meet in joint ses- 
sion at noon Wednesday and take the final 
step for the election of n senator. There is 
no doubt tnat the governor will accept. 
His supporters say he will appear before 
the joint caucus and give his reasons for 
accepting. 

Lieutenant Governor Davidson, who will 
succeed him, is a Scandinavian, who has a 
store at Soldiers' Grove. He has been 
state treasurer , four years and lieutenant 
governor two years. He is' regarded as 
ono of the governor's most intimate friends 
and ndvisors. La Follette will virtually 
be in full control of the state administra- 
tion for the next two years us United 
States senator. ' 

Madison dispatches say that almost as 
many opinions axe held there regarding 
the future action of Governor La Follette 
on the Benatorshi pas there are people at 
the capital. The governor maintains si- 
lence as to his intentions. In conversation 
with two friends he said: 

'.'I am very much gratified with the re- 
sult of the senatorial election. " 

But not a word did he say as to whether 
he would or would not'<nccept the office. 
In the face of his silence all sorts of rum- 
ors are afloat- Trie Btal warts incline to the 
belief that be will not accept, and It is 
said the stalwart vote given the governor 
in the caucus was 'based on this hope, in 
which case it was believed they would 
stand hotter in the struggle that would 
follow. Another rumor says that the gov- 
ernor will bold tins matter under advisment 
for two weeks and then decline. Among 
those who have reason to give a better 
guess on the governor's future action the 
belief is strong that -he willaccept-nud re^ 
tire from office when bit term -ns senator 
begins March 4.

POSTAGE 

The practice of depositing circulars ( and 
other advertising matter of mailable char- 
acter in mail boxes on rural routes is pro- 
hibited by na order just issued by the post- 
office department. - 

Hereafter all kind of mall matter found 
in rural boxes will be brought 'to the post- 
office and held for postage. Some patrons 
of rural routes have been in the habit of 
sending notes by their children to-be left 
in a neighbor's rural mail box. Under 
the ruling just issued these letters must be . 
taken from the box by the carrier and 
taken to the postoffice. They are properly 
first-class matter and' patrons will save 
themselves annoyance by putting' a two- 
cent stump on such missives, and when 
tbo carrier comes along the stamp, will be 
canceled nnd the note returned to the box. -. 

Business men who 'have been in tho 
habit of leaving circulars in rural boxes 
will save themselves unnecessary expense 
by stopping the practice, as all circulars 
will be returned to the" postoffice by -the. 
earner. 

The department in issuing the latest 
order soys : ( ' "* 'You are hereby advised that 
the patrons' boxes erected on rural, routes 
are intended exclusively for the reception 
of matter regularly. in the mail, for uV f 
Uvery or dispatch through the- mails, and s 
r 'hiaiIamV articles which carriers ' find de"-'- 
posited in such boxes on their, routes ore. 
properly 'in the mails* and subject to all -'. 
the rules regulating mail matter, 'includ- 
ing the payment of postage thereon. Rural 
letter boxes are." afforded 'the same oro- 
lectlon under the law ns other United 
States mail boxes.'"

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CHAPTER I.

If the snow 
la deep and ilm space lo be cleared 
considerable, then one should bring 
Into use n largo plow with tho horse 
to pull It. For it huml plow nothing 
i". better t hu n the aim pie one mndo in 
tho following milliner: 

Select two pieces of bonnl free from 
knots, ench three . feet long and six 
Inches wide. Bevel the end of ench 
bonnl and unll them- together In tho 
forth of n V, If necessary they may 
Ik- braced nt tho wide end by it strip 
three luetics wide, and the necessary 
long tli. Tli en put Inn pole live feet 
long 'with n cross piece at the upper 
end, To strengthen the end In which 
the handle Is inner ted cut a block of 
wood ns large ns possible, and fit It

board Join. 

This will make It easier to Insert 
the bundle firmly mid will inula- tho 
Bide pieces stronger ns well. The small 
cut In the upper part of the Illustra- 
tion shows clearly how* this block of 
wood should be formed nnd tho handle 
Inserted to get the best results.

Stlrrlnc Caoklnir Food, 
Where more or less food for stock 
Is ecu iked, Home bandy way of stliTlng 
It ought to be devised, Of course, the 
old-fashioned Indlci or Hie great wood- 
en spoon, la always nvn liable, but If 
the qunntlty la large, to use these In- 
struments means aching, arms nnd 
shoulders. A stirrer which will save 
much labor Jo readily made in the fol- 
lowing manner. -Mnko.it shaft of n 
strip of wood, two Indies thick and 
lung enough so that It will extend 
three or four Inches nbove the top of 
the kettle. At the bottom of this shaft 
make paddles by crossing two thin 
boards two or three Inches wide. 

Fasten a crunk to the top of the 
shaft and to this crank fasten n pole, 
or not, ns preferred.- Then prepare n 
strip of bonnl six or eight Inches wide, 
bore a hole through the middle, 
through which to pass tho shaft, 
match botli ends to fit over the li audio 
of the kettle and at one end fix a 
slide and n set screw to hold It in 
place. If the cooking of the food 
for stock Is done nway from tlio 
hcaW| ns It ought to be, one should 
build n fireplace of bricks nnd cement 
In which to set the kettle. The Illus- 
tration shows both tho firepluce, or 
pot, ns suggested, nnd the plan for 
making the stirrer and It will bo seen

Thinning apples may bo u profitable 
operation under some circumstances; 
but as fruit la ordlmirlly marketed In 
the commercial apple-growing sections 
of Now York, It Is not profitable. In- 
vestigations In thinning. by the Now 
York Agricultural Experiment Station 
(Geneva) wore carried on. for four boh- 
song In a commercial orchard. The re- 
sults, lu Improvement of the fruit, in 
size, In color and' In quality, wqre 
-marked, whenever fiilr. to heavy .crops 
were borne on thu trees, but the quan- 
tity of fruit wan. usually lessened; so 
that unless a higher price is secured 
for tho Improvement lu quality tlio ex- 
pense of the' operation Is not repaid.'

-Market gardeners nro familiar with 
nil of ttie plans which will enable them 
to get crops on the market early. Near 
some of .the largo cities these men 
grow nothing but the'cufly varieties of 
all classes, doing nothing with the mid- 
season and latn sorts. Their plan of 
raising early pens Is to prepare tho 
ground In the full Just ns thoroughly 
ns they would In the spring, and just 
before tho ground freezes hard they 
sow the very early hardy varlotles, 
drilling them in not over two Inches 
deep. Mulch [s then put over them for 
the winter nnd ns soon ns the ground 
can be worfeed Iu the spring, cultiva- 
tion begins, ns If the seeds were spring 
sotvn. The result Is generally a very, 
early crop that brings the highest mar- 
ket price. The plan Is worth a trial 
by any one located near a good mar- 
ket 



Kill OfT the CubtuiEC Idee. 

Cabbage aphis Is one of our worst 
cabbage pents. The lice multiply very 
rapidly when conditions favor them 
and are a source of great loss and 
annoyance. They may be' killed only 
by Insecticides that smother, or kill by 
contact; ordinary polHons hnvo np ef- 
fect on plant lice. Korosouo emulsion 
diluted with 10 parts of water, applied* 
thoroughly to the lower side of the 
leaves when cabbage plants arc small, 
Is effective In a measure. Fumigating 
seed stocks In spring with carbon bi- 
sulphide gels rid of the original brood. 
The pest is nasty and should be treat- 
ed wherever found.— Fnrtu and Homo.

Interest of the I'tihllcTrantferred front-

Tho cavalrymen who cut the railroad 
south of I.laoynhg eluded tho .Tnphn- 
cse who, attempted to cut oflt 'their re- 
treat, but, tlio 'success of that raid 1 linn- 
not as yet Induced tho Russians to 
make another.

Blteep Shearing*. 

The way to keep Ideal sheep is by 
trying 'to improve them. 

Sheep aro always Improving or they 
are deteriorating. 

Statloivtry troughs and rocks arc not 
desirable lu the sheep stable. 

Ewes will produce larger nnd better 
lambs If In plump condition nt time of 
mating. 

At weaning, if possible, the ewes 
should be placed in a field out of hear- 
ing of the lambs. 

An uneven lot of good sheep are hot- 
ter than an uneven lot of poor ones, 

It Is well to place tho ewes on short 
pasturo'for a.. week or more ufter tho 
lambs are weaned. 

In fattening sheep especially, punc- 
tuality lu feeling should be strictly 
observed, • 

In many cases, after the corn Is laid 
by, the sheep may ho turned into the 
cornfield to good advantage. 

Sheep are easily managed, are first- 
class fertilizing machines, good farm 
scavengers and yield two harvests an- 
uually.

Fourth class postmasters throughout the 
country have been less vociferous in their 
demands for a larger allowance since the 
dismissal of Ocar Pogue, of Texas, who 
fell under the ax white busily engatred in 
Washington in bring i tip pressure to bear 
upon' the Congressmen. "Absent without 
leave," was the reason for his dismissal, 
but as President of the National Associa- 
tion of Fourth Class Postmasters and an 
active supporter of tho lobby in Washing, 
ton he was on the "firing line". 
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Tbe game of politics as played in Wash- 
ington is extremely interesting just now to 
those who look hejow surface indications. 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General Bns- 
tow resigned', because recently nppoiuted 
pro-tern Postmaster General Wynne took 
from him that powerful corpB of several 
hundred post office inspectors with which 
he has made such a brilliant record and 
done the country such incalculable service. 
What else could Wynne do than take in- 
spectors, which he says are the eyes nnd 
ears of the Postmaster General and what 
else could Bristow do than resign? This 
is all plain enough. Meanwhile the real 
coming Postmaster General Mr. Cortclyou 
is seeking in Europe relief from such rack- 
ing burdens as havB seldom been borne by 
one man in America. He will find in that 
"dolce far niente" of Italy with its strange 
language and ruins the antithesis of the 
United States, and he will find perfect rest 
— let us hope recreation. When ho re- 
turns Mr. Wynne, the Postmaster jGeneral 
pro tern will be promoted to the best pay* 
ing office in Great Britain, the London 
consulship, and Mr. Cortetyou will inherit 
the Post Office Department and will be 
not only its nominal, hut its real head. 
Mr. Bristow as* Fourth Assistant Post* 
master General, having charge of affairs 
relating to rural free delivery, of the in- 
spectors and the majority of the post- 
masters of the United States, one hundred 
and fifty thousand people, bad become n 
more important officer than the Postmaster 
General. Many thought he deserved pro- 
motion to that office, hut had been cut out 
for Mr. Cortclyou. Mr. Bristow, although 
he resigned after be was stripped of the 
power hf- has so effectively osed, 'is in no 
sence disgraced, and was immediately apt 
pointed to a high and responsible office', 
where he will receive double the salary he 
has drawn as- Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral.

road and warehouse commission that 
such reduction would he made, *l» ac- 
countable for the Introduction of the 
McCnskrln resolution. Nearly two 
years ago application was inn de or the 
commission for a roadjustmfut of 
freight tariffs, which have not been 
changed In Illinois for many years. 
Evidence was taken lief ore the bo^rd 
and some startling disclosures wore 
made. Freight mtes In Illinois were 
compared with rates In " adjoining 
states and It was shown thnt the rates 
in tills state were decidedly higher 
than anywhere else In this part of the 
country. When the hearing was con- 
cluded It was announced by the sec- 
retary of the Iward that a general re- 
duction of approximately 25 per cent, 
had lieen agreed' upon. The (shippers 
went home, satisfied and expectant 
The matter dragged along for months 
and when the newspapers became in- 
sistent the Information was given out 
that clerks were at work upon the re- 
vision and that some time would be 
taken up In nd justing the matter. 
Unable to Agree* 
The next information given the pnb-j 
He was thnt the reduction would vnry' 
on different classifications and would 
average about 15 per cent. Later enmo 
tho announcement that members of the, 
commission were arable to " agree. 
There, were three commissioners, and" 
their views were widely nt variance,' 
I^ist month the shippers were in- 
formed thnt the mntter would be ta- 
ken up at a special meeting to ,1m 
hold at Chlcngo and that the com- 
missioners had nil three agreed to.np- 
p'rove tho revision as completed. The 
Chicago meeting was hold and the 
public was Btnrtled by the Information 
that flnnl action had not been ta'ken, 
but the whole matter would be settled 
at the January meeting in Sjn-ingflelu^ 
On the day fixed for the .Tnnunry 
meeting a telegram came to the office 
of the commission from one of - the 
members, stating that he wob unable 
to be present and requesting that ac- 
tion he deferred until the February 
meeting. These are soma .of the ex- 
asperating conditions thnt have been 
met by the small shippers of the state, 
nnd which have resulted In the intro- 
duction of the MeOaskrln resolution in' 
the house. •" . \ 

If the .resolution id adopted some In- 
teresting disclosures nro anticipated. 
Another Bill by MoCaskrln. 
Representative McCaskrin baa intro- 
duced a bill In tbe house that Is cal- 
culated to further Increase his un- 
popularity among the railroad lobby- 
ists. Tho measure provides far a 
"maximum rate of 2 cents a mile on all 
railroads in tho state, with n 1 cent's 
mile rate for children under 12 years 
old. This is a 'reduction of one- third 
from tho present rate. 

Altogether, the railroads are having 
a vexatious time in the opening days 
of the forty-fourth general assembly. 
Representative Craig baa Introduced a 
couple of bills thnt are causing con- 
siderable worry. One. measure pro- 
vides that railroad companies shall he 
liable for Injuries suffered by em- 



ployes regardless of whether the en> 
I'loycs have been nut 1 mm oi defective 
machinery. The other, and more Im- 
portant, measure provides for the re- 
moval of tlic fellow servant net, which 
legl slut Ion would make railroads liable 
for Injuries sustained by one employe 
through the neglige uce of another. 

Representative iAirton Is fathering 
another m en si ire which makes It un- 
lawful for nil) roads and street rail- 
way, companies to allow their em- 
ployes to work more than twelve 
hours in any twenty- four, being de- 
signed' to prevent accidents resulting 
from the neglect of employes occa- 
sioned by sleeping on duly or from' 
other causes resulting from overwork. 
Represent a tire Comerford has Intro- 
duced another bill which prohibits 
legislators and state officials from ac- 
cepting .any railroad posses and pro- 
viding a severe penalty for such an of- 
fense. There will be bills to reduce 
sleeping cut rates nnd providing Tor 
other changes that are calculated to 
n rouse the railroad lobbyists to their 
best endeavors to prevent the passage 
of the measures. 

Civil Service tn All Counties. 

A bill that lias caused a nyst amount 
•f discussion Is thnt Introduced by 
Senator Humphrey providing for the 
application of civil service in all coun- 
ties in the state, The adoption of this 
civil 1 service is made optional with 
each county and must be submitted 
to a rote of the people of the counties 
at a regular or special election, and 
then only on the petition of at least 
1,000 qualified voters of the county. 1 
The bill 'brings under civil service 
classification nearly all the employes 
of the dlticrent departments of the 
counties, Including the county bonrd, 
sheriff's, recorder's, circuit clerk's, 
superior clerk's, county clerk's, county 
treasurer's, county collector's, board 
of assessors' coroner's and state's at- 
torney's olUces, now appointed 6y the 
beads of these various departments. 

One of the most Important bits of 
legislation proposed Is embodied in 
the bill introduced by Senator Hans 
providing for the abolition of tho 
grand Jury system in Illinois. It pro- 
vides that nil crlintiuil prosecutions 
should be commenced In the criminal 
court or. any court of record instituted 
for that purpose, by Information in 
writing ill wl In the name of the state's 
attorney with the clerk of such' court, 
whereupon a capias would be Issued 
and the trial proceed before court 
nnd jury In the some manner as under 
the present system. 

tiennior Unas Explains. 

"The method pursued nt the present 
II mo," explained Senator Hans, "of 
the calling of a grand Jury for the 
purpose of examining criminal charges 
and voting Indictments against per- 
sons accused of crime Is conceded to 
be n relic of former times. It Is nh 
Important question, which should re- 
ceive the impartial and due delibera- 
tion of legislators as to whether this' 
system has not outlived Us useful- 1 
ness and whether the State of Illinois' 
should follow the example of other 
stutcs. which have abolished the grand 
jury nnd find that the system of filing 
Information with the clerk of a prop- 
erly Instituted court for the hearing 
of criminal cases by the state's at- 
torney Is the more modern procedure, 
productive nf better results, doing 
nwny with a great deal of unneces- 
sary ex in' use nnd . labor connected 
with the calling nnd the sessions of 
grand jurleB." 

Municipal Ownership. 

Municipal ownership of public utili- 
ties Is to receive general consideration 
at the present session. A number op- 
bills providing for municipal owmyr- 
sblp along various lines already hjive 
been introduced nnd mpre are proih-._ 
Ised. Representative lJurton has In- 
troduced a hill conferring on cities and, 
incorporated towns the ptowcr to ac- 
quire, mo In tain and operate, and to 
regulate tho price of heating and elec- 
tric power and lighting nnd gas plants. 
Representative McGoorty has Intro- 
duced two measures bearing on the 
.municipal ownership of light and 
power companies and for < municipal 
regulation of rates.- for the same. An- 
other measure in the same class is 
fathered by Senator Mueller and pro- 
vides for municipal ownership of ice 
plnnts, being aimed especially at tbe 
ice trust In the city of Chicago, 
First mil by Allen. 

For several sessions past Represen- 
tative Allen hns had the distinction of 
Introducing, the first bill' from the floor 
of the house and he did not lose It this 
session. House bill No. l promises 
speedy passage ,and, with Its emerg- 
ency clause, will, in nil probability, 
beeonie effective within n few weeks. 
The object of the measure is to make 
valid acts of county boards v.itli re- 
gard to the manner of levying taxes. 
In a recent decision the supreme court 
of Illinois held that a levy Is Illegal 
unless the several Items for which the 
levy 1b made are specified. In over 
sixty counties of the state the wholo 
levy last year was made In a lamp and 
unless the Allen bill Is pansedlt will 
be Impossible for the counties to col- 
lect any taxes so levied. 

After Lfonn Sharks. 

-One sort of legislation that appears 
certain of enactment Is the suppres- 
sion of tho "loan shark" evil.' Several 
bills bearing on this Bubject have been 
Introduced In both branches of the 
legislature. It Is expected that the 
committees will draft a bill embody- 
ing all tbe desirable points of these 
several measures and that the commit- 
tee product will be passed with little 
opposition; Borne of the proposed bills 
provide fine and imprisonment for 
charging excessive or exorbitant Inter- 
est on loons and In other menf%es the 
matter of making loans Is made bo 
complex, and, difficult as to practically 
preclude tbe possibility of such bus! 
ness /lourlshlng. It Is not Improbable 
that; the bit) pa Hsed on this 'subject 
will contain ah emergency appeal. '

"Disperse! Disperse:" shouted the 
commander of the troops. The crowd 
refused to halt. 

"Flrel" commnnded the military 
leader, nddresslng bis soldiers. 

Tim Infantrymen under him Imme- 
diately laid down llielr rifles and re- 
fused to shoot the people. Tho TJbhiiis 
and Cossack regiments of cavalry, 
however, obeyed orders, fired on tlie 
crowd and then charged It with sa- 
bers, Inflicting death and Injury. 

l'toule Prepare I o Kl«lit. 

Time ami again the soldiers charg- 
ed other crowds attempting to gain tbe 
palace square. When night fell the 
snow In all the strecla lending toward 
tho proposed rendezvous of the people 
was red with blood. Mobs were arm- 
ing In nil sections of the ouUying part 
of the capital. On Vasslll, or Basil, 
island, the Industrial quarter, tliu 
workmen were erect jug barricades and 
preparing to resist attacks by troops. 
Meantime news of tho bloody day's 
work bad spread fur beyond St. Pe- 
tersburg, In Kolplno, sixteen tulles 
from tho cltj\ It Jlred the Russian 
workmen as they had never beou 
aroused iieforo. They found a lender, 
formed 30,000 to -10,000 strong ami be- 
gan a march to St. Petersburg, 1,000 
or more of them to death. 

News of the uprising In Kolplno was 
telegraphed to tho government and 
when the Kolplno host reached the 
Moscow gate of SL Petersburg It was 
mot by. a tremendous force of troops. 
It refused to disband nnd the com- 
mand was given the soldiers to lire. 
At tho first volley 1,000 of the work- 
men fell dead. Fifteen hundred or 
more were wounded by 'tho soldiers* 
bullets. Then the workers halted nnd 
tho military went Into camp on the 
scene of Its triumph.

A desperate effort to assassinate the 
Czar and hlgb olllelals of tho Russian 
government was made Thursday while 
Ihe Czar, Furroniided by his royal 
lu > u sc In i lit, was performing the cere- 
mony of I lies slug the waters of the 
River Neva lu front of the winter pal- 
ace. The attack wns made from tlie 
opposlto side of the river while tho 
Casur was raising ills bands In bless- 
ing over the water after the annual 
custom of the Greek Church ou the 
day of Ihe Kpiphniiy,, 

Bill lots of Iron whistled over the 
heads of tlie startled assemblage, and 
One ball crashed through the whitlow 
of Nicholas Hull, directly over tho spot 
where the Empress nnd the ladles of 
the court sat with the ambassador* 
and their suites. }' 

Lieutenant General Fullon, eblcfir 
police of St. Petersburg, himself pic£ 
ed tip a missile in the white salon. It 
was the size of a bird's egg. Tho po- 
lice chief Immediately was surrounded 
by officers of the guards, who exam- 
ined tho bullet nnd expressed the opin- 
ion tiiat It hud come from a shrapnel 
shell which might have been fired 
from the battery on the Bourse Esplan- 
ade nnd which replied to the salute of 
the St. Peter and St. Paul fortress, 
explaining that a gun might have been 
charged with a loaded cartridge by 
mistake. Such a tiling, however, It 
wns admitted was hard to conceive 
unless there wns a deliberate plot.

A writer lu Kpltomlst says: I have 
hoard It stated by some experienced 
fanners that the cobs ground In tbe 
teed will hurt the stomachs of the 
horses, nit bough they will do no harm 
to ruminating animals. Other expe- 
rienced-farmers say thnt the cobs will 
not harm nny stomach, but give no 
nourishment, nnd call It useless trou- 
ble to the stpmnch. A man near hero 
who keeps milch cows has practiced 
boiling cobs for his cows, nnd claims 
he gets from every half bushel of 
boiled cobs, four quarts of milk. He 
Is quite satisfied nnd nnys It pays to 
feed corncobs If* they are boiled be- 
fore feeding. There are, however, au- 
thorities upon this subject who state 
thnt the only ndvantngo to arise from 
feeding cobmeal Is attributable to tho 
stimulus of (he distention of the ntit- 
miil's stomach; the' nutriment derived 
from cobs being dearly bought, nnd 
that beyond the stimuli^ which cobs 
afford lu distending the stomach there 
Is nothing gullied by feeding them.

Enter Kaalignr and Oorernor Appeal* 
to Pekln for Their Withdrawal. 
Tho London Morning Post's Shanghai 
correspondent says Ilia Clilneno govern- 
ment complains thnt Hubs la us hnvo occu- 
pied Knshgnr, lite governor of which 
has nppenled to the Chinese foreign 
bonrd to open negotiations for tho with- 
drawal of tho Russlnus. Knshgar Is tho 
most western city in eastern Turkestan 
tad luts (i population of n0,000. 

Evidences multiply thnt wnr between 
any two great powers means troubls for 
all the others. They may not ha forced 
to tuko part lu it, hut thoy art kept 
guessing about their rights and duties, 
and thoy must always hear In mind the 
possibility that even the most peaceable 
neutral ntny bo drugged lnt« hostilities. 
Especially Is the danger grent when nil!- 
mices exist requiring one nation to come 
to the aid of another under certain con- 
ditions, Thus, since France tnnst lend 
her army nud navy to tho Czar, In case 
Russia goes to war with more than on a 
grent power, not only Is tho republic 
obliged to h month away Its own friction 
with other tiatlmiH. but It Is also liable 
to suffer from Russia's mistakes and 
faults. ' V 

It does not seem ereiJiWo thnt Russia 
should intcnilniinily try to embroil other 
countries lu iter struggle with Jnpnti; 
but the theory tlint the Czar's govern- 
ment hopes to draw China nnd France 
into the war Is en hied from To Uio, and 
It will receive sonic credence. Since the 
effect of such nctlon would he to bring 
Grent Hritnln in Japan's side, nnd since 
Germany might find It hard to keep out 
of the resulting turmoil, It mny, naturally 
bo supposed that the great powors ore 
somewhat nervously npprelieustve over 
Russia's latest more, 

The occupation of Knsiignr, In East- 
ern Turkestan, nnd the Mistchenko raid 
throw new light on the circular an- 
nouncing Russia's determination to deal 
with China ns a violator of neutrality. 
The incident nt Kaslignr Is especially 
difficult, of explanation; for, as mntters 
stand now. tlint city enn lie of no 
strategic value .whatever. rf ' Since Ivnsh-, 
gar ennaot he of nny use tn Russia in 
the Manchuria u campaign, it may have 
hceu chosen for seizure expressly to em- 
phiutzo the fact Hint the spoliation of 
China is Intended. Of course, later nnd 
fuller information may five n different 
nppenrnnce to tills step: tint if Russia's 
purpose should be to a wit ken tho fours 
of the other western powers, the remote- 
ness of Kaslignr front the scene of mili- 
tary operations would enhance tho value 
of the object lesHon. All the powers 
pledged to iiiniutiiiii the Integrity of 
Chinn'n territory would necessarily bo 
obliged to protest: nnd in the hurly-burly 
Russia might "save her face" by con- 
sent lug to mi intermit ion n I conference, 
like the one held nt Berlin III 1S78. 
There is, of course, the dangerous al- 
ternative, that some of the western pow- 
ers might antagonize ciich other or 
Japan, nnd the tli eater of war might 
thereby be enlarged. Abend* Japan Is 
reported an making strong objections to 
the favors shown to Russia by France 
'in permitting Vice Ail mini I Itujcstveusky 
a too "'free use of- purls In Mndngnsciir; 
bat It la. probable 'I hut these dilllcnltles 
will not go' to the point of seriously em- 
broiling France with Japan. The most 
Imminent^ danger lies hi Russia's atti- 
tude toward China and toward the rest 
of tho world. 
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Thrashing Corn Fodder. 

In a farm exchauge a writer thus 
fells how he utlllr.es his corn fodder: 
During recent years I have harvest- 
ed my corn with a corn binder and 
find tbls method exceedingly satisfac- 
tory. Two men follow the binder nnd 
have no great dltlleulty in --shocking 
nil that, one mun and n team will cut. 
I nmVvery particular to have tbe 
shocks well made and bound togeth- 
er near tho lop, I mn especially anx- 
ious to have my corn fodder nicely 
cured and well kept, until' It' comes io 
tho thrasher or shredder. As to the 
cost of bar vea ting, I am convinced 
that some seasons 1 can cut my corn 
ns cheaply by hand, but one year with,; 
another this Is not no. Then the use 
of the corn harvester makes it pos- 
sible for me to secure till my fodder 
corn, iiud that Is what wo are lifter. 
If I ciit it by band 1 oecusionully lose 
n lot by frost. Then, too, If properly 
shocked, It keeps, better ii> bundled, 
nnd is much easier to run through the 
shredder when the 'lime comes. I 
think In the end It Is u great saving 
of time and money for individual 
farmers or groupa of farmers to buy 
a corn grinder and use It. 

We have shredders in , tills part or 
tho country, nnd tliey have come to 
stay, hue for some reason. or other I 
have -such u horror of these machines, 
that I refuse to use them unless u* 
good nnd safe self-feeding, attachment 
is provided. Then, 1 loo, tho nveruge 
shredder must have u greater capaci- 
ty for bundling fodder. 

I huye run my corn fodder through 
the ordinary thrashing machine, and 
am mora thun satisfied with tbe re- 
sults. If the corn Is dry when it is 
run through the thrashing machine, It 
will come out shelled, which saves ttm 
necessity of. running It through n 
n heller afterwards. I remove part of 
tho concave teeth and run the con- 
cave quite a dlstunco from tho cyl- 
inder. By doing thlB tho machine Is 
pot injured, lti« T - fodder Ib torn Into 
small bits, the corn Is shelled and 
separated, and the very best feed re- 
sults. ' 

In storing corn from the thrasher 
In bins, I tind It safer to mix It with 
about one-third of oats, or better stilt, 
to thrush tlio onts mid corn nt the 
snino time. Wo have then, not only it 
mixture of grain,': but t u -mixture of 
shelled corn, f odder i nnd outs straw". 
These two mixtures tro splendid beef 
and pork producer*.

Rus- 
idn and Jnpnti Secretary liny for the 
American government again has nddress- 
ed l he l'ekin government, urging the 
strictest neutrality, not only In the per- 
sonal interest of Die Chinese but In the 
maintenance or the world's pence. 

Some f\ [ii-i ts claim to see in tho Rus- 
sian protect mi excuse to scire a Chinese 
port an a base for the Ualtlc fleet and 
the other squadron which may. follow 
to tho fnr Knst, 

Secretary Huy on the receipt of the 
full text of Count fjiimsdoi-fl's note ex- 
pressing ItiMsin'a belief thnt Chinn'n 
noulrnllty had been repeatedly violated, 
prcpnred instructions for the American 
charge In l'ekin, di reeling him to muko 
inquiry of the Chinese government re-, 
garding the situation. 

It is specifically declared flint his nc- 
tlon cannot in nay way be construed n« 
Indicating tlint this government assumes 
responsibility for the charges mnde by 
Russia. Indeed, this government has re- 
ceived no information through its legation 
nt Pekin nor through the various Ameri- 
can consulates in China that the Chinese 
are violating the rules of neutrals. Nev- 
ertheless, in view of Russia's expressed 
nuxlety over flic situation iu China which 
her Investigation dlHctoscs, tlio Ameri- 
can government Is ready to do what it 
can to save China mid tbe other iiciitrul 
powers from the fur- reaching complica- 
tions which it is feared would follow nn 
extension to Chinese territory of the 
soiib of hostilities, 

China Is the one subject of conversa- 
tion In Washington diplomatic circles. 
The Japanese minister called nt the Stutt 
Depart iiient, but he brought no commu- 
nication from his govern men t, although 
he was eunbled to sny very positively 
thnt Japan desired sincerely to adhere to 
her agreement regarding China's neu- 
trality. 

Sir Clicittung Liang Cheng, tlio Chi-

Willow Culture In New York State. 

One of the crops that lias for somo 
tlroo'been attractlnc attention to Ly- 
ons and Oalen Is that of the basket 
willow, which has grown to consider- 
able dimensions In theso two towns. 
Tho crop tins just been marketed nnd 
Clyde and Lyons have tho distinction 
of bolner two of the most Important 
shipping points for this commodity. 

In the two towns named It Is esti- 
mated that there aro nearly throe hun- 
dred acres devoted to theouituro of 
theso willows. An average yield this 
year was six tons to the acre, and an, 
average price of about $17 per ton was 
received for tho crop that has boon 
cold. Syracuse Is the market to which 
all of the willows grown in this vi- 
clnlty And their way. When the wil- 
lows are stripped of their bark and 
otherwise prepared for manufacturing 
purposes they are worth about ?125 
per ton. 

It Is said that tho first, -willows 
grown in this part of the country wero 
planted by John' A. Blackburn In 1862. 
Mr. Blackburn cO'me from the South 
and gained some knowledge of willow 
culture ncar-bls former home In Mary- 
land.— Clyde Times. ■
